more airports to serve the re- 
quirements of a rapidly growing 
state. 

The report, transmitted to the 
Governor by John Felton Turner, 
Chairman of the Commission, de- 
clared that, while California has 
long had a nation-wide reputation 
as an air-minded state, it lags far 
behind in the development of air- 
ports. 

For example, the Commission 
pointed out, the State generates 
18.94 per cent of the Nation’s air 
passengers, it has 11.28 per cent 
of all registered aircraft, and 11.91 
per cent of the registered airmen, 
but only 7.59 per cent of the air- 
ports in the country. 

To. correct this deficiency the 
Commission included the follow- 
ing, among the 11 recommenda- 
tions submitted to the Governor: 

1. That enabling legislation be 
promulgated to provide for active 
participation by the state in the 
sponsorship of public airports un- 
der the Federal Airport Act. 

2. That motor vehicle fuel tax 
on aviation gasoline which is not 
claimed for refund be impounded 
at the level for support of an air- 
port construction program. 

3. That means be found for 
more equitable distribution of 
community airport costs among 
all who use or benefit from the 
airport. 

4, That the permanency of pri- 
vately owned commercial airports 
considered essential to the State 
Airport System be assured by the 
acquisition of landing areas of 
such airports by public agencies.

Carloads of freight 
handled declined 11.4 per cent with 
decreases in all prinicpal commo- 
dities. A general readjustment and 
leveling off of business activity in 
1949, together with the influence 
of coal and steel strikes and a 
slightly lower agricultural produc- 
tion with smaller exports, produc- 
ed the decreases in revenues.

The Orange Administrative 
Committee recommended — ship- 
ments for the week beginning 
March 12 be set at 975 cars of 
Southern California navels, up 25 
cars over the previous week.

er during the week ending March 
11. Total sales were approximately 
40 cars ahead of the previous week | 
with the fob average declining | 
about 25 cents a box on all sizes 
and grades.

YOUNGEST — Marine Private 

First Class Jacklyn H. Lucas, of 
Belhaven, N. C., is the youngest 
man of the Navy, Marine Corps 
or Coast Guard ever to receive the 
nation’s highest military decoration. 
He wears the Medal of Honor 
awarded when he was 17 years of 
age. 
“Tian enlisted in the Marine 
Corps Reserve with his mother’s 
consent when he was 14, but gave 
his age as 17 and at once was as- 
signed to recruit training. While 
at the Sixth Base Depot at Pearl 
Harbor in January, 1944, he was 
advanced to private first class. 
With statements to his buddies 
that he was going to join a combat 
organization, Marine Lucas walked 
out of camp in January, 1945. He 
was declared “absent without leave” 
when he failed to return that night 
and a month later was declared a 
“deserter” and a reward offered for 
his apprehension. 

In the meantime Lucas was a 
stowaway on board a vessel trans- 
porting Marine units into combat. 
He reached his 17th birthday while 
at sea. He surrendered to the 
senior troop officer and was allowed 
to remain, being assigned to the 
Headquarters Company, Fifth Ma- 
rine Division. Two days after land- 
ing at Iwo Jima a grenade landed 
in his foxhole and he threw his 
body to cover it, saving the lives 
of his companions. He was left 
for dead, although miraculously 
was still alive. He was discharged 
from the Reserve because of dis- 
ability. He is now a freshman at 
Duke University.
